Where not to Me the amendments ?

Whai documents must/may accompany the amendments ? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submined with a letter. ^ 

The letter will not be published with the international application and the amended claims. It shoijld not be 
confused with the "Statement under Anicle 19(1)- (sec below, under -Statement under Anicle 19(1) ). 
The letter must be in English or French, at Ihe choice o! the applicant. However, if the language of the 
international application is English, the letter must be in English; if the language of the international 
ap|)lication is French, the letter must be in FrencI).
